The speaker took up the

schemes by which industries locate in 
a city, including bonuses, letters of 
indorsement, stock selling, furnishing 
buildings and sites, financial subsidi- 
aries and others. Tie argued against 
the chamber of commerce taking too 
activ«> a parr in brining any one or- 
ganization to a city, because it would 
have to do likewise for the others.

"Kxperie.nce seems to indicate that 


no organization is justified in acting 
as stock promoter if there is any other 
agency in the community for this pur- 
pose. Every town and city that has a 
commercial organization has a bank 
or banks. It is a bank's business to 
deal in money, stocks and bonds. If 
the stock is not. good e.nough to be 
place.d through the regular financial 
channels it is not good enough for 
the commercial organization."

Ballard's election to the slate senate 
the Post-Crescent does not wish to be 
understood as taking sides in the local 
controversies in which Mr. Ballard has 
been involved with regard to the So- 
ciety of Equity and other non-politi- 
cal matters.

AXSWER — You did wet! in having only three or 


four teeth extracted at a time, with intervals of a

toxic matter if a. large number of teeth are extract- 
ed at one sitting when there is a diseased state of 
the gums. I regret I know nothing -which "drives 
poison out of the system."
